San Francisco, September 11.—With 
the steady trade winds of *the Pacific 
at lis back, Robert F. Fowler, the first 
aviator to attempt a transcontinental 
flight, sped today up the fertile Sac- 
ramento Valley. and landed at 6:36 
o’clock at the foot of the white ram- 
parts of the Sierras, the conquest of 
whose summit may prove the ultimate 
test of success or failure for his at- 
tempt. 

With a brief halt at Sacramento for 
oil and gasoline he drove his biplane 
high over the rolling. foothills and 
landed without a single untoward in- 
cident at Auburn, California, 126 miles 
from his starting point.

dium in Golden Gate Park at 1:87 p, 
m, Sweeping in a circle of the surf 
of the Paeific his air craft swung like 
a compass needle until his forward 
planes were notched in the gap in the 
snow line of the Sierras, over which he 
hopes to pass. Then with the cheer 
of thousands billowing up to him he 
sped over the city, swerved past the 
férry tower, skimmed over the fight- 
ing masts of the cruisers at anchor 
in the bay, with a hand wave of greet- 
ing a hunmimed steadily over the trail 
first worn by the Argonauts of ’49, 
Over ‘Berkeley, Suison, Cannons and 
Elmira he sailed, flying with the 
Same steadiness that marked his start. 
The watches that checked his progress 
showed he was making a steady 45- 
mile an hour pace from which he neve! 
varied. 
“Here I Am, Boys.” 

As he swept high over the dome of tne 
state capitol at Sacramento, a roar 
from the thousands massed in Agri- 
cultural Park directed him to nis land- 
ing place. After a daring spiral he 
settled easily to the ground, pulled 
the cotton from his ears and shouted: 
“Well, I'm here boys. What time is 
ae 

He was told it was 3:37 o'clock. He 
had covered the 30 miles of the first 
leg of his journey in two. hours. 

“It was a great trip. I had not the 
Slightest engine trouble, and the feel 
of the air, even over the Carquinez 
straits was perfect.” 

He announced he would continue to 
Auburn tonight, and his mechanicians 
who had followed him in a special 
train, fought their way through the 
mob about the machine and prepared 
for the continuation of the journey. 

While his machine was being 
groomed, Fowler strolled over to the 
capitol and called on Governor Hiram 
W. Johnson. 

‘“Delighied,” Said the Guvernor. 

“I am delighted to see you,” said 
the governor. “We all hope most sin- 
cerely that you will reach your desti- 
nation safely.” 

“Have you:any message for the gov- 
ernor of New York?’ asked Fowler. 

“Only yourself,” replied the gov- 
ernor. “You will be our best mesage 
from California.” 

After a hurried meal, Fowler re- 
turned to the field, accompanied by 
Governor Johnson. 

At 5:50 p. m., Fowler slipped back

Her death created a sensation and 
many wild rumors were circulated im- 
mediately regarding the tragedy, all 
of which proved unfounded. vort’ons 
of the stomach were analyzed. by the 
state chemist and unmisiekable traces 
of poison were discovered, it is said. 

Sleuths On the Trail. 

Relatives of Mrs. Childers immedi- 
ately employed two detectives who 
went incognito to Smithville, and for 
three weeks worked industriously upoa 
the case. 

This investigation of the detectives 
resulted in the arrest this morning at 
Carrollton of the Smithviile vouth, who 
has been working there recently for a 
sawmill company. The detectives be- 
lieve they have sufficient cvidence to 
warrant the arrest and investigation, 
and the young man thus apprehended 
will be brought to Smithville tomor- 
row. Lee county court convenes in 
two weeks. :

CHILDREN CROWD 
SLHUULS USNC 
CREAT OVERFLOW 


Increased Facilities Unequal ta 
Demands on the First 
Day of Term, 


PRINCIPALS TO DISCUSS 
MEASURES. FOR RELIEF 


Many Grades Will Have to Be 
-Readjusted and the Children 
Shifted---Enrollment Greatest 
in History of Atlanta -- Poor 
People Seem Most Anxious to 
Get Little Ones on Rolls. 


The first day of the eschool term 
showed that with fifty-six large and 
commodious sdhool buildings’ open— 
ten of them entirely new--the general 
system of Atlanta's pwhblic schools is 
greatly congested. Hundreds of chil- 
dren were turned away, and, until 
facilities can be arranged, will have 
to remain away from school Never 
before in the history of Atlanta has 
the situation been so acute, and active 
efforts to bring relief are being ener- 
getically put forth. 

The remarkable enrollment in pri- 
mary grades is a noticeable feature 
that is commanding the attention of 
officials. In every school of the sys- 
tem the smaller grades are completely 
filled and overflowing with tiny tote 
ready to enter upon their first lessona. 


| From the first to the third and fourth 


grades the congested condition is one 
that is urgently calling for reliefj 
Pleased Because of Crowds, 

In speaking of the situation, many 
officials expr«ssed themselves as be- 
ing pleased; not because of the crowd- 
ed condition, but because of the fact 
that Atlanta parents are sending their 
children to school, 

“It reflects great credit upon the 
fathers/and moihers of Atlanta,” said 
Superintendent Slaton. “The vonges- 
tidt CRHASE be laid to lack of bulid- 
ings and facilities, but to the sudden 
inclination of Atlanta to send a great- 
er number of its children to schovl 
und to the increase in population. 

“Monday moraing the officials be- 
lieved the situation well in hand, but, 
as is the case during the opening of 
every season, hundreds of parenis 
waited until the eleventh hour to en- 
ter their childrea.

A meeting of the principals will this 
morning be held in the offices of Su- 
perintendent Slaton. The object of 
this meeting will be to relieve the 
corgested e-ndition by removal of 
students from schools at which there 
is overflow to others that are not 
filled. ' 

Officials believe that by the end of 
this week practically eveny entrant 
who on Monday failed to find accom- 
modation, will be comfcrtably instail- 
ed in a desirably located school. 

Although a big stock had been laid 
in, the managers of l>cal bookstores 
found themselves facing a dificult 
situation. From the time schools 
ended their short first session, the rush 
upon bgokdealers began.

As usual, the Boys’ High School and 
the Girls’ High School are overcrowd- 
ed. In each of these institutions the 
enrollment is so great that it will be 
necessary to add‘ several more in- 
structors. W. F. Dykes, principal of 
the boys’ school, stated Mdénday even- 
ing that in many grades | will be 
compelled to make divisions. In the 
business department an increase of 556 
students has been noted. The first 
day’s enrollment of the Boys’ High 
School showed 347 students, a large 
increas: over last year. 

Need More Reom., 
need more room,” said Mr. 
Dykes, “and it is imperative that we 
have it. The increase this year has 
been so great that we will also have 
to add another teacher or so. A bet- 
ter argument for a new building could 
not be had than a general observance 
of present ccnditions.” : 

The Girls’ High School is in a like 
ecndition, the increase béing even 
greater.

trance of children. 

In each of the ten new schools con- 
gesteg conditions were noted. Five of 
the new structures are added schools, 
while the remaining five replaced for- 
mer buildings. 

The buildings replacing old ones are 
at Lee street, Walker street, Home 
Park, Highland Park and English ave- 
nue. The new’ buildings are at Ashby 
street, Georgia avenue, Hill street, For- 
rest avenue and Yonge street.

PELLAGRA IS CAUSED 
BY BUFFALO GNAT 


So Declares Professor Garman, 
Federal Bacteriologist, at 
Kentucky Station. 


Lexington, Ky., September 11.—Pro- 
fessor H. Garman, federal entomologist 
and bacteriologist at the Kentucky ex- 
periment station here, has just return- 
ed from a tour of inspection of the dis- 
tricts in southeastern Kentucky, where 
pellegra is prevalent, having learned 
enough in his investigations to begin 
a campaign against the buffalo gnat, 
which insect he believes responsible 
for the disease which has attacked 
thousands of people throughout moun- 
tain districts not only of Kentucky, 
but of other southern states, and re- 
cently gained a foothold in Illinois 
and Missouri. Several deaths have re- 
cently occurred in the mountains. 

His investigations as conducted from 
this city will be on the theory that 
this gnat is entirely responsible for 
the disease, and that it is infectious to 
such an extent that the disease will 
spread greatly if the gnat is not ex- 
terminated. 

Garman will make another trip t6 
southeastern Keffttucky this fall to 
further pursue his work, and will 
again go there in the spring to see 
how the disease has developed during 
the wjnter.

A CONTRAST IN MAGDALENS. 


The sordid and stifling atmosphere created by the Beattie case 
is lightened by the agreement, practically unanimous, that bars the 
Binford woman, or even moving pictures in which she figures, from 
the vaudeville stage and the film theaters. 

Word goes out that she is not to be allowed to appear in 
New York. When an effort was made to shift her “debut”

ton has followed suit with equal vigor. John Collier—an Atlanta 
boy, by the way—who is secretary of the board of censors for mo- 
tion pictures in New York, is surety for the statement that the 
shameless source of Beattie’s downfall will not be allowed to flicker 
her very ordinary personality before the women and children of 
the metropolis. 

But, grow not too speedily enthusiastic regarding the appre- 
ciating morals of the “capital of the new world.” Consider Gaby 
Deslys. She it was, it will be remembered, whose shapely hands, 
rose-tinted in the palms, whose twinkling feet and whose sinuous, 
serpentine grace danced Manuel, of Portugal, off his throne. With- 
out her sensuous aid, republicanism could not have: displaced mon- 
archy. Manuel, though perhaps the most glittering, was not her 
only quarry. The same insinuating suppleness, the same ravish- 
ing beauty, the “poppy and mandragora” temperament that lulled 
him into obscurity, it is said, multiplied suicides, broke many 
hearts, disrupted the harmony of many homes and created a host 
of bankrupts among the titled nobility of Europe. 

The plain little unvarnished charms of the backwoods Vir- 
ginia demi-mondaine could not compete with the reputation of the 
world-conquering Gaby. So it seems, after all, a question of gild- 
ing, of trimmings. For Gaby, many times more immoral, intrin- 
sically, than Peulah Binford, is to appear in New York at a fabu- 
lous contract, and if lavish newspaper advertisements count, it will 
be to packed houses. Beulah’s mistake was in not wrecking king- 
doms, in not being sufficiently beautiful, in not filling enough ceme- 
teries, in not being vile with sufficient eclat. 

Now Gaby is vile charmingly, with all of the trappings that 
have made bad women lure men since the reign of the snake in 
Eden. And New York is about to prostrate itself before her.

There has been no excuse for postponing the reform of land laws which 
will let Alaska proceed toward its destiny. In spite of much discussion, the 
doctrine of conservation has not been defined in practical terms. All sorts of 
schemes have been suggested, but not one put upon the statute books. Those 
who had broached plans for the government to mine coal, build railroads and 
construct harbor facilities lost their enthusiasm after a speech or two. Those 


'who stick by the old policy of haphazard development, with the loot for those 


who are shrewd enough to get. it, haven't had the bravery to do else than stand 
pat. Meantime business in Alaska languishes, and the indignation of the set- 
tlers takes the form of drilling with arms and talking foolishly of secession. 


It does seem that Alaska has legitimate cause for complaint over 
the slowness with which the governmental mill has been grinding 
toward a solution of its problems. Rich in gold, coal, timber and 
minerals of various description—not to mention large agricultural 
assets—it is placed in the position of marking time, while Washing- 
ton debates the various brands of conservation that shall be applied 
to its development. 

it is a case where one great, natively wealthy territory, is pay- 
ing “the penalty for the government’s failure to take due care of the 
nation’s resources in other directions. Both great parties know the 

people are, properly, determined that Alaska shall not be exploited 
for private gain. They have seen the policy of licensed spoliatian 
work havoc elsewhere, and they are minded that what is represent- 
ed as one of the choicest undeveloped portions of this country shall 
be saved from such a fate.

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The Pine Beetle. 

Editor Constitution: I was very 
much interested in an address on the 
subject of the southern pine beetle, 
which I heard delivered at Raymond, 
Ga., on August 26, by Mr Mason, of 
the bureau of entomology at Washing- 
ton, D. Cc. At my request he sent me 
some literature from the department of 
agriculture, which contains accurate 
and valuable information which should 
be widely disseniinated. 

The pine beetle is very small (about 
the size of a flea) and is getting to be 
very destructive to the southern pine 
forests. His habits and methods of 
operation are somewhat peculiar and | 
mysterious. He attacks a pine tree, 
or a batch of trees, by the million, 
bores through the outer, corky bark, to 
the inner, soft bark, where the sap | 
flows, and eats that and there deposits, 
the eggs for a new swarm or brood, | 
which in turn, in the caterpillar state, } 
bore around in the same soft bark,) 
eating it and destroying the life of the | 
tree, and then bores .out through the | 
outer bark for a new flight and a new 
attack. One strange thing about them 
is that they fly in the night time, and 
go three.or four miles away from their | 
starting place before alighting and be-! 
ginning a new attack. Hence a tree) 
or a batch of: trees .may die, and all} 
around them remain intact, but aes 
scourge will break vut miles away. 

They are strongly attracted by the | 
smell of pine wood, as when a tree is 
cut down, ang hence the cutting down 
of one tree in a pine forest, during the 
season when they are swarming and 
flying, is extremely dangerous. They 
are liable to congregate in the neigh- 
borhood and attack the living trees. 
Hence when a pine is cut down in the 
summer time, and suffered to lie, the 
trees in the vicinity begin to die. 

The only safe time to cut the pine 
is in the winter, not earlier than the 
first of November and not later than 
the fifteenth of February. If all own- 
ers of pine lands would make a care- 
tul examination of their trees after the 
first of November and cut down every 
tree infected with the beetle, and de- 
stroy the bark they could soon be ex- 
terminated. This requires co-opera-| 
tion, for one man cannot protect his 
trees unless his neighbors will do the 
same thing, for as we have seen, the 
beetle flies three or four miles. 

We are told by these experts that 
there is danger, at the present time, of 
a wholesale gestruction of the southern 
pine forests by this beetle. And they 
further tell us that this can be pre- 
vented. But it will take co-operation 
over the entire infested era—the entire 
south. ~The owners of pine lands ought 
te organize at once, and get ready for 
the November campaign against the 
bcetle. This campaign ought to be on 
a large scale. The governors of our 
southern states ought to meet. and take 
counsel together about it. It means 
a saving of hundreds of millions of 
dollars to the south.

Land Robbers. 

(From The Rochester, N. Y¥., Herald.) 

The land robbers are gradually elim- 
inating themselves. The most of them 
are flocking into Canada, where land 
is cheap and rich, and where for a 
decade the farmer can rob it at leisure. 
We believe, however, that their places 
are being taken by a more inteliigent 
class of farmers—by men who have 
brains at their command and are will- 
ing to apply them to the uses of 
farming in a scientific way. The 
south sees hope in-the application of 
brains to its soil. It has been robbed 
by ignorance for generations. But 
there is promise in the perférmance of 
an intelligent northern man, as relat- 
ed by The Atlanta Constitution: 


“Dooly county produces an interest- 
ing incident strikingly indicative of 
the fact that ability and energy are 
chief factors in getting full productivi- 
ty from the _ soil. B. Pantall, a 
Pennsylvanian, had never geen a cot- 
ton plant when he came to Georgia at 
the beginning of the planting season, 
secured a farm in Dooly county and 
set about to raise a crop. Now he has 
cotton that will yield him this season 
a bale to the acre. If Mr. Pantall had 
come to Georgia and left the problem 
wholly to the soil, the soll would have 
given him about what it gives the 
average farmer—something like half 
a bale to the acre. But he put brains 
and energy back of it, and he is reap- 
ing the reward. There is a lesson in 
this incident to the average Georgia 
farmer, as well as an inducement to 
that class of immigrant farmers who 
know how to make the soil work. The 
planter who expects the soil to do 
everything unaided gets poor results, 
but to him who extends it a helping 
hand, it is doubly and trebly gener- 
ous.” 

That recalls the experiment made by 
a farmer friend, twenty-five years ago, 
who owned a productive prairie farm 
on which he raised a wheat crop of 22 
bushels per acre.- Not satisfied that 
his land was producing all that it 
could, he determineg upon an experi. 
ment. Obtaining a carload of fertil- 
izer, he plowed it in one end of the 
tract upon which he sowed his wheat. 
The ground was plainly marked so 
that the crop could be cut and thresh- 
ed separately. The result was that 
our friend obtained 10 bushels more 
per acre from that eng of the field 
which had been fertilized, and as it 
was good for at least three years, he 
considered himself very well repaid. 
He proved to his own satisfaction that 
the average farmer can increase the 
productivity of his land from 25 to 50 
per cent by the use of fertilizers, and 
a little extra work, all of which will 
be well repaid. 

Some of our scientific writers have 
been pointing to the fact that this 
country will be unable to feed itself in 
a few years. Under present conditions 
that time may come soon enough. But 
if the land is treated scientifically 
there need be no fear but that the 
farmers of the United States can easily 
feed a population of two hundred mil- 
lions.

“Beer, 25 cents a glass. 

“Coal, $18 a ton and up.

Among the cases to be given consid- 
eration during the term is that .of 
Charles W. Morse vs. William H. Moy- 
er, warden of the federal penitentiary, 
near Atlanta, in which the one-time 
banker and ice king seeks to ascer- 
tain his status as a convict. Some 
months ago Morse sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus returnable before Judge 
Newman, of the federal district court. 
Morse’s Attorney, Reuben Arnold, of 
Atlanta, held that the ex-banker was 
being illegally detained in the fed- 
eral prisen here because he had not 
been sentenced to hard labor and be- 
cause the Atlanta prison was intend- 
ed for prisoners sentenced to such 
labor. 

It was further claimed that Morse’s 
term, fifteen years, was not in ac- 
cordance with the law and that by the 
law under which he was tried the 
term should have been shorter. The 
papers filed by Attorney Arnold de- 
clared that it was necessary for his 
cent to know the length of his term, 
because he would be subject to pa- 
role after having served one-third of 
the time. 
Judge Newman denied the writ and 
an appeal was taken by Attorney Ar- 
nold to the circuit court of appeals. 
The hearing of the case in the court 
of appeals has been set down for Mon- 
day, October 9, the first day of the 
second week of the term.

Volcano in Violent Eruption 
and the People Are 
Fleeing. 


Cantanta, Sicily, September 11.—The 
eruption of Mount Etna has become 
more intense. Showers of ashes and 
cinders are heavier than yesterday and 
the rumbling of earth shocks at short 
intervals is heard for miles. The 
shocks are growing in violence and a 
(panic prevails. The fear of the peo- 
ple is augmented by the great heat and 
suffocating atmosphere. All the coun- 
try around jis covered with ashes and 
seems under an immense funeral pall. 

It is reported three new craters have 
opened, but so far it has been impossi- 
ble to ascertain whether they are emit- 
ting lava because of their high situa- 
tion and the thick smoke that lies over 
them.

Plans for Agents to Sample 
and Weigh All Cotton Ship- 
ped to Northern Buying Cen- 
ters Proposed by the Cotton 
Exchanges of ‘the South. 


Memphis, Tenn., September 11. — If 
plans laid at a conference of represen- 
tatives of southern cotton exchanges, 
held here today, work out cotton ship- 
ped to northern buying centers will be 
sampled and weighed under the di- 
rection of a supérvisor as the agent 
of the southern shipper. A commit- 
tee was named to seek a conference 
with representatives of the Arkwright 
club of eastern cotton buyers looking 
to a mutual agreement. 

It is proposed” that the supervisor 
represent the shipper in all © dis- 
putes and if differences cannot be ad- 
justed informally a competent cotton 
exchange be selected to act as a court 
of arbitration. The expenses of main- 
taining the ¢orps of supervisors would 
be paid by fees assessed the ship- 
pers. 

The meeting was to revise the rules 
of buying and selling cotton and was 
concluded late this afternoon. Dele- 
gates from thirty southern exchanges 
were in attendance. 

The more important of the changes 
adopted provide that if cotton must 
be sold on invoice weights there 
should be a system of mutual allow- 
ances; that gain in weight of the cot- 
ton itself should be applied against 
any claim for excess tare; that tare 
claims be presented within thirty days, 
after receipt of the cotton by the con- 
signee and unless otherwise specified 
cotton sold for prompt or immediate 
delivery must be shipped within four- 
teen days from date of sale.

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TO GRADUATING NURSES 


By Walter M. Gilmore. 

The exercises of the ninth graduat- 

ing class of the Baptist Tabernacle 
Training School for Nurses, took place 
last night in the main auditorium in 
the presence of a great crowd of in- 
terested spectators, 
The baccalaureate sermon was 
preached by Dr. G.. Campbell Morgan, 
of London, who chose for his text: 
“Heal the Sick,” Matt. 10:8 Dr. Mor- 
gan announced as his purpose to set 
the sacred service of sing on the 
highest level. “The text,” said the 
speaker, “is one of abiding urgency. 
It was given immediately following 
the sermon on the Motnt. The dis- 
ciples must give an exhibition of what 
they could do under His Power and au- 
thority. There was a very close rela- 
tionship between Jesus’ own  ex- 
perience and what He did and Hie 
own experience. 

Compassion Behind Healing. 
“His compassion lay behind His 
healing. He was the most refined 
man, most susceptible of the suffering 
of others, of all men. He could never 
come into the presence of suffering 
without feeling pain Himself He 
knew the biterness of death. He healed 
people without condition, He healed 
men promiscuously. He did not ask 
whether they were from Jerusalem 
or from Copernaum. He did not ask 
what their life had been before. The 
meaning of His healing was an activi- 
ty, and an expression of the Kingdom 
of God. ‘As you go,’ Jesus said, ‘preach 
the Kingdom of Heaven Is at Hand’; 
‘heal the sick’ and so illustrate the 
kingdom, what the reign of Christ 
really means. These things were the 
credentials of the early disciples, 

“Now the measure of their work— 
‘freely ye have received, freely give.’ 
Ye have received without narrowness, 
give with a great breadth.’’ 

Dr. Morgan then showed the appli- 
cation of this word of Christ, to heal 
the sick, to the Christianity of today, 
and showed that the church was re- 
sponsible for carrying out this com- 
mand. He appealed in his argument to 
two axioms of religion: “Jesus Christ 
is the same yesterday, today and for- 
ever,” and “if any man have not the 
spirit of Christ he is none of His,” 


“Tl am asked,” he said, “if I believe 
in Divine healing? I believe fin no 
other kind. But I refuse to limit God 
to any one method of healing. The 
church should lay hold.upon the wealta 
ef scientific discoveries and investi- 
gations and use them in alleviating 
and healing human diseases under the 
¢irec and power of God.
